HE double squeeze, 
Twnia wins the admiration of 

every bridge player, was ekill- 
fully exemplified in the radio game 
broadcast last night from Station 
KSD, 

Charles E. Coffin of Indianapolis, 
Ind., former president of the 
American Whist League, was the 
South player and dealer, with his 
hand: Spades, A 2; Hearts, A, K,
